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THE ARMY IN THE SOUTH. 

HE mission of the army of occupation at the 

South is now nearly accomplishea. With the 
same alacrity which characterized their entrance 
upon this service, they relinquish it. Belying the 
malignant prophecies of those croakers who de- 
clared that, once fastened upon the South, the 
Army would seek, under some excuse, to. perpet- 
uate its hold, like NAPOLEON in Rome, no sooner 
are the elections for civil officers held, than it 
hastens to vacate its authority in favor of the in- 
coming administrations. It is worthy of note that 
the old Provisional Governors, whether officers 
of the Army or civilians, have everywhere been 
removed, and the newly-elected governors have 
been appointed by the District Commanders, in 
order to facilitate the ‘resumption of civil au- 
thority by the reconstructed States. Thus quietly 
and imperceptibly martial law gives way to munic- 
ip. 'aw, and the blotted stars shine again in the 
azu of the national flag. 

This, be it remembered, is the way that recon- 
struction takes place under what it pleases some 
loud-mouthed demagogue newspapers to call the 
“usurpations of satraps,” meaning thereby the 
Dis rict and Sub-district Commanders, and under 

le which the Confederate Colonel YERGER 
last weck, in New York, the most damna- 
ble uespotism ever borne by man. Luckily, we 
have been through the war, aud can pardon some- 
thing to tropical exaggeration in the use of 
language. 

We shall echo the judgment of most sensible 
and candid people, in pronouncing the military 
government of the South, now about to end, suc- 
cessful beyond reasonable hope. Considering the 
obstacles they have had to contend with—on one 
side the President interfering, on the other, Con- 
gress—the’officers placed in command of the mili- 
tary districts have certainly been extremely fortu- 
nate, to say the least, in their administrations. 
Considering the difficulty of steering between the 
danger of too severe restraint on the one hand 
and too great laxity on the other, we hold that 
they have mainly been exceedingly wise, as they 
have almost invariably been moderate and circum- 
spect, in their use.of power. There were great 
temptations to abuse of control, or, at least, to 
strict and arbitrary constructions of power. But 
there has been no just ground of complaint in this 
respect. On the contrary, through every district, 
from General ScHorreLp’s to General Hancock’s, 
the military power, instead of exercising that in- 
terposition which of right belongs to it, has been 
called in only when the civil power proved itself 
incompetent. 

Again, let us look at the circumstances under 
which these officers assumed command. The con- 


flict betwixt the President and Congress had 
snarled the reconstruction question into a knot 
which only the sword could cut—but no blood 
was shed in the cutting. After a long interreg- 
num of authority at the South, which the presence 
of the troops alone prevented from being a peril- 
ous one, the National Legislature began to exercise 
its functions in governing the South. It pro- 
ceeded on the assumption that no valid State 
governments existed there, and divided the whole 
Southern territory into five temporary districts, 
whose governance it vested in the Army. The 
President, as executive officer, though dissenting 
from these views, yet obeyed the requirements of 
Congress, and appointed the proper officers to 
command. The latter discharged their trusts in 
strict conformity to the letter and the spirit of the 
Reconstruction Laws, without presuming to sub- 
stitute laws or opinions of their own. The result 
was magical. Out of the confusion came order. 
Whereas before, different portions of the South 
were governed according to the caprice of local 
authorities, or accorfling to their individual politi- 
cal sympathies and theories, the uniform laws of 
Congress were executed by a professional body 
whose first habit is to obey. 

We may, with justice, claim that the history of 
military reconstruction demonstrates its policy, 
and testifies at the same time to the skill and 
patriotism of the Army. Party zealots sometimes 
compare the South to Poland. To Poland ? Where, 
then, is the discontent or suffering of Poland ? 


Before the Army assumed control, neither life 
nor property was secure at the South. Riots devas- 
tated large cities like New Orleans and Memphis. 
Bands of so-called “‘ regulators” hunted down the 
helpless and burned the dwellings of the defence- 
less, in Tennessee and Kentucky. A fierce an- 
tipathy everywhere menaced a war of races. The 
South was convulsed with dissensions. But, dur- 
ing the last twelvemonth, all has been changed. 
The steady hand of military authority has kept 
society from chaos, preserved the dignity and 
majesty of the Government, and awarded to lib- 
erty the protection of law. Indeed, it is hardly 
conceivable that so terrible a civil war could more 
tranquilly end, and martial law more quietly give 
way to civil sway. 

The great secrets of this success have been the 
presence of military qualities in rulers—prompt- 
ness, decision, courage, and obedience to orders. 
No general bitterness of feeling could well be 
stirred up against them, because it was felt that 
they were only executing their instructions. On 
the other hand, no dilly-dallying nor indecision 
was perceptible, but, the very instant that an 
‘“‘impediment to reconstruction” appeared, it 
went out of the way. Sometimes these “ impedi- 
ments” were of one political stripe, sometimes of 
another; but the result of removal was usually 
good. 

The duty of our Army at the South is nearly 
done. The States are wheeling intoyline again, 
under their own governments.’ But we venture 
to say that the South, as a whole, will not soon 
see more quiet and more satisfactory control, even 
under the civil law, for some time to cume, than in 
the twelvemonth just past. Aud the Army and its 
officers deserve, for the skilful performance of a 
disagreeable and delicate duty, the thanks of the 





country. 





Tue Ninety-third Anniversary of our National 
Independence was duly celebrated last Saturday 
at the various stations of the Army by firing na- 
tional salutes and such other appropriate exercises 
as were deemed most appropriate, including the 
cessation of all but the necessary labor of the 
camp and post. In a similar manner the day was 
observed in the Navy by decking ship, firing na- 
tional salutes, etc., etc. It is also a time-honored 
custom with the National Guard organizations to 
parade on each recurrence of this national holiday 
in honor of the occasion, and as a renewed pledge 
of their devotion to the cause of free institutions. 
It will be seen from the reports we publish else- 
where, that, as a general thing, the turnout of our 
citizen soldiers was unusually small in New York 
and Boston, and would have been smaller in 
Brooklyn had the troops known beforehand how 
trying a march they would be required to make. 
Although those who are compelled to stay in town 
on the Fourth think it is absolutely necessary that 
the military should parade, it is really no joke for 
them to be compelled to march several miles under 
the direct rays of a July sun, clad in clothing en- 
tirely unsuited for warm weather. In New York, 
however, since Major-General SHALER has com- 
manded the Division, it has made a comparatively 
short march, and has been dismissed by half-past 
nine o’clock, thus avoiding the intense heat of 
midday sun. The parade in Brooklyn on the other 
hand was unnecessarily long, and the column was 
delayed over half an hour by the non-appearance 
of the officer in temporary command, so that most 
men would prefer to pay a heavy fine rather than 
undergo suchanother warm and dusty tramp, ex- 
cept in case of emergency. We commend the 
promptness of the commander of the First Di- 
vision to the imitation of the Geneyval officers of 
Kings County. While it can hardly be expected 
that Fourth of July parades are to be discontinued 
on account of the heat of the weather, it is but 
just that they should be concluded at as early an 
hour as practicable, and, moreover, that the march 
should not be a long and tiresome one. 

There is a certain class of men, but more espe- 
cially of boys, who think they are having a very 
stupid Fourth unless they succeed in deafening 
themselves and their neighbors by an almost con- 
tinuous discharge of guns, pistols, etc., from 12 
o’clock A. M. to 12 0’clock Pp. M. of that day. New 
York was fortunately spared this infliction this 
year by the enforcement of a corporation ordi- 
nance which was passed some time since, but has 
not been put in force for several years, until Su- 
perintendent Kennedy had the good sense to ex- 
hume it and put it in force. The Fourth of July 
is too important a day in the history of the coun- 
try ever to be in danger of being unnoticed, but 
it is to be hoped that hereafter the militia may be 
spared from tiresome and protracted parades in 
a broiling sun, and that the citizens generally may 
not have their hearing injured and their lives en- 
dangered by the reckless use of firearms. 


BREVET Major- Genel: Keleee A. A. Miles, colonel of the 
Fortieth U. 8S. Infantry, was recently married in Cincin- 
nati to a daughter of Judge Sherman, of that city. 
General Miles gained an enviable reputation during the 
war as a brave soldier, and rose to be a major-general of 
Volunteers entirely by reason of his merits. We pre! 
sent our heartiest congratulations to the wedded pair, 
and wish them very many years of connubial felicity,

f 'Brevet Colonel W. H. Walcott, U. S. Army, was re- 
cently tried before a General Court-martial which ‘con- 
vened at Omaha, Nebraska, charged with neglect of 
duty, to the prejudice of good order and military dis- 
cipline. The specification under ‘this charge sets forth 
that Colonel Walcott having arrived at or near Omaha 
City, in command of about 350 recruits, did leave such 
detachment, absenting himself from it for about four 
hours, without having turned over the command to the 
next superior officer or given any orders or instructions 
to any of the four officers with the detachment relative 
to their action in his absence: by reason, in great part, 
of such neglect and absence, the detachment broke in- 
to a warehouse and stole therefrom a quantity of liquor 
and other property. The court found the accused guilty 
of the charge and specification preferred against him, 
and sentenced Colonel Walcott to be suspended from 
rank and pay for three calendar months from and after 
the promulgation of the sentence and to be reprimand- 
ed in general orders. The sentence in the above case 
has been remitted by order of General Grant. 

Srconp Lieutenant I. T. McMann, First U. 8. Infan- 
try, has been tried before a General Court-martial which 
convened at Omaha, Nebraska, charged with neglect of 
daty, to the prejudice of good order and military dis- 
cipline. The specification under this charge avers that 
Lieu:enant McMann, being second in command of a de- 
tachment of 88 recruits under the immediate command 
of Brevet Major F. W. Perry, captain Thirty-second In- 
fantry, having been left in temporary command of the 
detachment during the temporary absence of Major 
Perry, did absent himself from his command for two 
hours, leaving it in charge of a sergeant only, by which 
neglect and absence the detachment became drunk and 
disorderly. Lieutenant McMann was also tried for dis- 
obedience of orders for failing to comply with the order 
of Major Perry directing him to retain command of the 
detachment while the said Perry was absent in the city. 
The court found the accused guilty of the charges and 
specifications preferred against him, and sentenced Lieu- 
tenant McMann as follows : 

To be suspended from rank and pay proper for the pe- 
riod of four calendar months, and to be confined to the 
limits of the post or garrison where he may be serving 
for the period of sixty days, each to take effect from and 
after the date of the reception at the post where he may 
be serving of the order promulgating this sentence, and 
to be reprimanded in general orders. 

General Grant makes the following remarks on this 


case : 

In the case of Lieutenant McMann, the sentence is re- 
mitted, excepting that portion which imposes a repri- 
mand. Whatever may have been Lieutenant McMann’s 
motive, he was not justified in leaving his command 
contrary to the orders of his superior officer. His re- 
sponsibility, under the instructions he had received, 
consisted in preserving good order in the detachment, 
not in looking after transportation for it. 


BREVET Major-General Stoneman, commanding the 
First Military District, has issued the following order: 


In the cases of Privates William Leonard, Joseph 
Dennis, Charles O'Rourke, and Christopher King, Bat- 
tery A, Fifth U. 8. Artillery, tried by a Garrison Court- 
martial which convened at Libby Prison, Richmond, 
Virginia, pursuant to paragraph 1, of Special Orders 
No. 26, from Headquarters post of Libby Prison, dated 
April 26, 1868, and of which First Lieutenant B. K. 
Roberts, Fifth U. 8. Artillery, was president, so much of 
the sentences promulgated in General Orders No. 7, 
from Headquarters post of Libby Prison, dated May 
15, 1868, as directs that they forfeit a certain amount 
of their monthly pay per month,“ excepting the just 
dues of the sutler” iz hereby disapproved. 

The commanding general is surprised at the gross ig- 
norance of laws and orders manifested by the court, in 
ordering the payment of the “just dues” to a person 
who has no recognized legal connection with the army, 
and calls attention to the following extract, from a let- 
ter of the adjutant-general, dated April 17, 1868, 
which is published for the information and guidance of 
this command, 

In the opinion of the judge-advocate-general, “in the present 
state of the law, no military order, and nothing short of legislation 
of Congress, will invest sutlers with alien on the pay of regular 
soldiers, or authorize them to appear at the pay tabie and receive 
any part of such soldier’s pay from the paymaster.” 

At present the relation of sutlers, by whatever tenure he holds an 
appointment, and the garrison, at which he has a privilege of trading 
in consideration of paying a moderate tax to the post fund, is the 
same that exists between a merchant elsewhere and the community 
in which he sells his merchandise. He trades for cash or on credit, 
as he may find to hia advantage. If on credit, he collects his debts 
as creditors usually do. 

Frrst Lieutenant L. L. O’Conner, Third U. 8. Caval- 
ry, has been tried before a General Court-martial which 
convened at Santa Fe, New Mexico, and having been 
fount guilty of conduct unbecoming an officer and a 
gentlece:, has been sentenced to be dismissed the ser- 
vice of the United States. Upon the recommendation 
of the judge-advocate-general, based on the ground that 
the charge is not sustained by the evidence, the presi- 
dent has disapproved the proceedings, findings, and sen- 
tence of the court; and accordingly Lieutenant O’Con- 


ner has been released from arrest and restored to duty. 
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THE following is an abstract of orders recently issued 
from Headquarters Department of the Platte : 

Upon the arrival of Major Van Voast, Eighteenth In- 
fantry, at Fort D. A. Russell, D. T., he will relieve Bre- 
vet Brigadier-General Stevenson, colonel Thirtieth In- 
fantry, of the command of that post. All detachments 
of the Thirtieth Infantry east of the Black Hills (except 
Company A, Brevet Major Dallas), will be relieved by 
troops from Major Van Voast’s command. 

Upon being relieved by Major Van Voast, Brevet Bri- 
gadier-General Stevenson, with the headquarters of his 
regiment, will proceed to Fort Fred. Steele, D. T., where 
the headquarters of the Thirtieth Infantry are hereby 
established. 

Brevet Major Dallas, with his company, A, Thirtieth 
Infantry, is Loser relieved from duty at his present 
station, and will proceed, with his company, to Fort 
Fred. Steele, D. T., and report to the commanding officer 
for duty. 

The following designated companies of the Thirtieth 
Infantry are hereby assigned as the garrison of Fort 
Fred. Steele, D. T., viz: Company A, Captain A. J. Dal- 
las, brevet major U. S. Army; Company B, Captain 
Charles G. Bartlett, brevet lieutenant-colonel U.S. Ar- 
my ; Company H, Captain E. Wells; Company F, first 
lieutenant James Jackson, brevet major U. 8. Army; 


Company K, Captain Charles H. Whittelsey, brevet | 


major U.S. Army, 

Paragraph 7, Special Orders No. 81, current series, of 
date May 20, 1868, from Headquarters Department of 
the Platte, is hereby so amended as to grant permission 
to Captain John Green, Second Cavalry, brevet liewten- 
ant colonel U. 8. Army, to apply for a delay in joining 
his regiment, of three months, to commence July 1, 1868. 


BREVET Major-General Washington L, Elliott, com- 
manding District of Owyhee, Headquarters Fort Boise, 
I. T., on the 3d ult. issued the following order: 


A recent summary and effective chastisement of a 
band of Snake Indians on the Owyhee River, by a de- 
tachment from Company M, First Cavalry, and Boise 
Indian Scouts, stationed at Camp Lyon, deserves special 
mention. 

On the 23d ult.,a party of emigrants and a stage 
were attacked on the Humboldt road between Inskip’s 
and Sheep Ranch. The detachment of Company M, 
First Cavalry, stationed at Inskip’s reached the place 
where the attack was made, about fifteen minutes after, 
and followed the trail until darkness prevented further 
pursuit. 

When the news reached Camp Lyon, the guide Beebe 
and scouts were absent under general instructions for 
habitually scouting the country in séarch of Indians 
and their trails, returning to Camp Lyon on the 25th 
ult. Brevet Captain Harris, First Cavalry, command- 
ing, on the 26th ordered a detachment of eight soldiers 
with Beebe and five. Boise Indians to proceed to the vi- 
cinity of Inskip’s, take the trail and follow it. ‘They 
struck the trail on the 27th, followed it that day, and 
on the 28th until night, when the scouts reported In- 
dians jcamped about five miles distant. The detach- 
ment moved during the night, and on the morning of 
the 29th attacked the camp, killing the entire party, 
thirty-four in number, as is confirmed _by the scalps 
taken by the Boise Indian scouts. 

The promptness of Brevet Captain Harris in sending 
the detachment in pursuit, the skill and judgment with 
which Sergeant Henry Miller, Company M, First Cav- 
alry, and Beebe, conducted the scout, as also the bra- 
very and determination with which the attack was 
made by the soldiers and Boise Indians, is deserving of 
great praise. 


BREVET Major-General Ord, commanding Department 
of California, has issued the following order: 

Reports of important or successful scouts and ex- 
peditions will hereafter be furnished the San Francisco 
newspapers for publication, and every effort will be 
made by the Department Commander to give prom- 
inence to, and obtain a proper reward for, officers who 
show zeal and ability in the performance of their duties, 
and who evince anxiety to take good care of the dis- 
tricts of country entrusted to them. On theother hand, 
negligent and useless officers will be arrested for trial, 
or removed from command, to give place to such as have 
a proper sense of theirduties. Commanders are warned 
that the efficiency of their men depends upon the care 
taken of their comfort and health. Good clothing, good 
quarters, and good fare should be provided for them; 
and every opportunity will be taken to practise the men 
in the use of their fire-arms, so that they will be sure of 
their aim; and the conduct of brave and active non 
commissioned orficers and privates in all engagements 
will be reported to these headquarters. Such recom- 
mendations for an examination tor commissions of the 
most worthy and distinguished, will be made by com- 
pany commanders to these headquarters, as may be de- 
served. 

The General Commanding the Army having directed 
that acertain number of appointments shall hereafter 
be made from the ranks (see War Department General 
Orders No. 93, of 1867), regimental commanders should 
see that the men of their regiments are rewarded in pro- 
portion to the service rendered and the ability and effi- 
ciency shown by the enlisted men. 


MAJOR-GENERAL Meade, commanding the Third 
Military District, on the 2d inst. issued the following : 

Whereas, The first section of the Seventh Article of 
the Constitution of the State of Georgia, provides as fol- 
lows: 

I. Each head of a family, or guardian, or trustee of a 
family of minor children, shall be entitled to a home- 
stead of realty to the value of two thousand dollars in 
specie, and personal property to the value of one thou- 
sand dollars in specie, both to be valued at the time they 
are set apart, and no Court, or ministerial officer in this 
State, shall ever have jurisdiction or authority to en- 
force any judgment, decree, or execution against said 





property so set apart (including such improvement as 
may be made thereon, fromstime to time) except for 
taxes, money borrowed and expended in the improvement 


|of the homestead, or for the purchase money of the 


same, and for labor done thereon, or material furnished 
therefor, or removal of encumbrances thereon. And 
it shall be the duty of the General Assembly, as early 
as practicable, to provide by law for the setting apart 
and valuation of said property, and to enact laws for 
the full and complete protection and security of the 
same to the sole use and benefit of said families as afore- 
said. 
And, Whereas, The Legislature of said State is to as- 
semble on the 4th inst., it is ordered : 

1. That no court or ministerial officer in said State 
shall have jurisdiction or authority to enforce any judg- 
ment, decree or execution against any real estate in said 
State, except for taxes, money borrowed and expended 
in the improvement of the homestead, or for the pur- 
chase money of the same, and for labor done thereon, 
or material furnished therefor, or removal of incum- 
brance thereon, until the Legislature of said State shall 
have had time to provide by law for the setting apart 
and valuation of such property, or until further orders 
from these headquarters. 


THE Secretary of War has issued the following reg- 
ulation : 


The members and recorder of board of engineers con- 
vened for the various purposes for which such boards 
are called together, will be allowed the same per diem 
that is allowed members of courts-martial, by paragraph 
1,137, Revised Army Regulations. 

In the case of boards on fortifications, this allowance 
will be paid from the appropriations for contingencies 
of fortifications, and those for works of river and har- 
bor improvement from the appropriations for the works 
under the consideration of the boards. 


BREVET Major-General McDowell, commanding the 
Fourth Military District, on the 2%:h ult. issued the fol- 
lowing order : 


Official information having this day been received at 
these headquarters of the admission, on the 22d inst., of 
the State of Arkansas to representation in Congress, it 
is hereby made known to all concerned, that so much of 
the act of March 2, 1867, and of the several acts sup- 
plementary thereto, as provides for military government 
in certain States, have become inoperative as to said 
State of Arkansas, and that everything in the hands of 
the military authorities concerning its civil affairs will 
be immediately turned over to the several duly elected 
officers of the State, to date as from the 22d instant. 
Brevet Brigadier-General C. H. Smith, commanding 
Sub-district of Arkansas, will see to the immediate exe- 
cution of this order. 


BREVET Major General Emory, commanding the De- 
partment of Washington, has issued an order allowing 
the troops of his command to wear straw hats and 
blouses, off duty ; and on all duties, except reviews, 
inspections, dress parades,: ad guard mountings, until 
further orders. 


THE CHARGE OF THE LIGHT BRIGADE. 
The charge of the Light Brigade is known the world 
over wherever cavalry charges are talked of, and the 
following extracts from Mr. Kinglake’s account of this 
celebrated charge will be read with interest, as throw- 
ing additiona! light upon the character of the move- 


ment and the men engaged in it. The parts of the sut- 
joined extracts not quoted are taken from a very able 
review of Mr. Kinglake’s recent volumes, which ap- 
peared in the New York Zribune. It will perhaps be 
well to premise this account by saying that Lord Rag- 
lan gave an order that the cavalry should advance and 
try to prevent the Russians from carrying away some 
guns which they had captured. This order was carried 
to Lord Lucan, who commanded the cavalry division, 
by Captain Nolan, and it was Lord Lucan who directed 
the cavalry to charge up the valley, instead of along 
the Causeway Heights, as was intended. 


Angered by Nolan, and so confirmed in his bitter mis 
take, Lord Lucan rode to Lord Cardigan, and ordered 
him to advance up the valley. As to the exact terms of 
this order there is a disagreement in the testimony of 
the two commanders, but it is immaterial—Lord Cardi- 
geu’s understanding of the order was made plain to 
Lord Lucan, for he answered Lord Lucan: “Certainly, 
sir; but allow me to point out to you that the Rus- 
sians have a battery in the vailey in our front, and 
batteries and riflemen on each tlank.” Lord Lucan 
replied: “I know it, but Lord Raglan will have it ; 
we have no choice but to obey.” “Then,” said Mr. 
Kinglake, “without further question or parley, Lord 
Cardigan tacitly signified his respectful submission to 
orders, and began that great act of military obedience 
which is enshrined in the memory of his fellow coun- 
trymen. He turned quietly to his people, and said: 
‘The brigade will advance!’ 

The first line of the Light Brigade, when it began its 
advance into the Valley of Death, was composed of the 
Thirteenth Light Dragoons and Seventeenth Lancers. 
“Lord Cardigan placed himself quite alone at a dis- 
tance of about two horses’ lengths in advance of his 
staff, and some five horses’ lengths in advance of the 
centre of his first line.” At the very moment of the 
advance occurred the death of Captain Nolan: 

“ Before Lord Cardigan had ridden a hundred paces 
he encountered a sight which filled him with anger. 
Right before him he saw Captain Nolan audaciously 
tiding across his front from left to right ; but not con-

tant, as he has since reckoned, about eighty yards from 
the battery. This cavalry was retreating, but presently 
it came to a halt, went about, and fronted. Lord Cardi- 
gan stopped, and at this time he was so near to the ene- 
my’s squadrons that he has reckoned the intervening 
distance at so little as twenty yards. The same phenome- 
non which enforced the attention of some of Scarlett’s 
dragoons in the morning now presented itself under 
other conditions te Lord Cardigan. All along the con- 
fronting ranks of the gray-coated horsemen, he found 
himself hungrily eyed by a breed of the human race 
whose numberless cages of teeth stared out with a won- 
derful clearness from between his writhed lips, and 
seemed all to be gnashing or clenched. It is believed 
that this peculiar contortion of feature, so often observed 
in the Russian soldiery, was not, in general, an expres- 
sion of anything like brutal ferocity, but rather of vexa- 
tion, and keen, eager care, with a sense of baflled ener- 
gy. Lord Cardigan himself imagines that, with the 
feelings of the Russian troopers while eyeing him, the 
thought of gain possibly mingled; for his pelisse being 
rich, and worn close at the time like a coat, showed a 
blaze of gold lace to the enemy.”

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ARMY SKETCHES. 
TWELFTH PAPER—ARMY SURVEY. 


IN a previous paper, mention was made of the great re- 
daction of the military force which followed the treaty 
of amity with France. At this time Jefferson, succeeding 
Adams, entered the Presicency upon a platform opposed 
in party measures to the preceding administration ; con- 
sequently as much as possible of the policy of the latter 
was reversed. The Navy had now began to assume 
form and efficiency, but, under the cry of retrenchment 
and reform, it was, toa great extent, to be dispensed 
with, and the large quantities of timber and other ma- 
terial, collected during the troubles with France at vari- 
ous points for building ships of war, was to be converted 
into gunboats of small draught capable of navigating 
the shallow flats of our bays and inlets. These gun- 
boats, unlike the powerful craft ‘of the same designa- 
tion used st the present day, were to be mercly scow- 
like launches ; to be hauled up under cover when not in 
use, and when required to repel an enemy, to be manned 
by the sailors of the sea-port towns. Inconsistent with 
this arcadian simplicity of defence, it was proposed that 
exclusive jurisdiction should be claimed over the Atlan- 
tic to the further edge of the Gulf Stream, and that 
France and England should no longer be allowed to use 
it as a cruising ground. The fortifications upon the 
coast, Which had already made some progress, were in 
like manner to be dispensed with, and in their stead 
large “cannon on carriages” were to be stationed at 
convenient points along the coast, where they could be 
“ hauled down to the shore ” by the local militia, for pro- 
tection against invasion. It need not be wondered that 
this system invited aggressions which very soon brought 
us to war with Great Britain, and, as may be supposed, 
found us entirely unprepared for it. 

Another measure of this period, more liberal in a na- 
tional point of view, was the purchase from France, in 
1803, of Louisiana. This placed the United States in 
possession of all that vast extent of territory extending 
from the Mississippi River to the Pacific Ocean, and in- 
cluded between the British possessions on the North and 
Mexico on the South. The acquisition of this territory 
opened to the army an inexhaustible field for active 
frontier duty. With the exception of that part of it 
constituting the presént State of Louisiana, this im- 
mense country, larger than that portion of the United 
States lying east of the Mississippi, was an unexplored 
and almost an unknown wilderness. 
the government was soon directed toward obtaining 
accurate knowledge of the new territcry, with a view to 
the development of its resources and ultimate settlement. 
The duty of making these explorations was assigned to 
the army, and has ever since formed a very conspicuous 
and important part of its service. In advance of the 
army, in advance of all’ others, was another class of per- 
sons Who penetrated the uttermost regions and the 
deepest wilds. These were the indefatigable Jesuit 
fathers, who, since the landing of the French in Canada 
and the Spaniards in Florida, have ever been foremost 
on this continent in marking the haunts of the savage 
with the foot-prints of the white man. A glance at the 
map will attest their enterprise in this respect, and 


show to what an extent they have giver the names of 


their favorite saints and patrons to the geographical fea- 
tures of the country, among white men, seen first by them. 
These pious fathers having in view the single object, 
the conversion.of the heathen, with friendship in their 
manners and peace in their actions, readily adapted 
themselves to the simple habits of the children of the 
forest, and establishing among them their churches and 
missions, preaching in the forest, and teaching in the 
wigwam, endeavored to bring to the untutored mind of 
the red man a comprehension of the religion which they 
they went forth with so much sacrificing zeal to propa- 
gate. With pious ingenuity they related to their wild 
pupils the remarkable incidents of Scriptural history, the 
Creation, the Deluge, the superhuman strength of Sam- 
son and his destruction of his enemies, which latter, no 
doubt, thrilled the souls of every warrior with admira- 
tion, if not with envy at his prowess. The marvellous 
adventures of Jonah and the miraculous feeding of the 
multitude, were all impressed upon the wild imagina- 
tion of the untuored savage, who, mingling them with 
the thread of his own weird mythology, wove the whole 
into a web of strange superstition, which being handed 
down through several generations, has since been noted 
by more recent ethnologists, as the original legends of 
the aborigines upon the subject of religion, and as such 
have been collected with much minuteness of detail and 
embodied in the ponderous volumes of Schovlcraft, have 
from thence been rendered into verse in the touching 
poem of Hiawatha. No tribe was too remote or too sav- 
age to be visited by these pious zealots, who set up their 
altars and tinkled their bells in the depths of every for- 
est. 

Coincident with the Jesuit missionaries was another 
class of wanderers, no less remarkable for their roving 
habits. These were the hunters and trappers of the 
plains and mountains ; a st generis order of the genus 
homo, most faithfully as well as most pleasingly por- 
trayed by Washington Irving in his “ Astoria,” and other 
works. These men, savages by habit and civilized only 
by race, passed their lives of adventure almost entirely 
among tiie Indians, whose customs they adopted, and 
passing from tribe to tribe, identified themselves with 
each to the extent of taking, pro tempore, a wife 
from among the young squaws. Their occasional visits 
to the trading posts of the frontier, for the purpose of 
disposing of their peltries, was their only intercourse 
with their white brethtren. Upon these occasions the 
proceeds of a year’s toil and deprivation was dissipated in 
a fortnight’s debauch, after which they woulda zain re- 
turn to their hunting and trapping grounds, to mingle 
with new tribes, and repeating their connubial ties, would 
resume, as by nature, their nomadic habits. From such 
a class it could not be expected that much accurate in- 
formation could be obtained of the wild regiong over 
which they roamed. They, however, served a gitpd

explorations which the government has so constantly 
kept in progress. 

The first exploration undertaken after the Louisiana 
purchase, was for the purpose of discovering the course 
and sources of the Missouri River, and the most practi- 
cable water communication with the Pacific Ocean. 
This was the well known expedition of Lewis and Clark, 
both of whom were captains in the army, and officers of 
rare qualifications for such an enterprise. They had 
with them twenty-five enlisted men, and a few trappers 
and hunters. With this small party they ascended the 
Missouri, in barges, during the summer of 1804, a dis- 
| tance of 1609 miles, to the country of the Mandan Indi- 
| ans, where they took up quarters for the winter. The 
| following spring they resumed their toilsome voyage, 
jand in August reached the extreme navigable limit of 
| the Missouri, upward of three thousand miles from its 
confluence with the Mississippi. They here procured 
horses from the Indians and crossed the dividing chains 
of mountains a distance of sixty miles, and, having

Their accounts of the sylvan grandeur of the distant 
| Oregon, of the majestic Columbia, forcing its way 
through mountains, forming scenery, from which that 
|of the Hudson through the Highlands might be taken 
| and not be missed ; of the salubrious climate and fertile 
| valleys, all awakened an interest in this distant region | 
| which induced further enterprise. In 1811 Astor estab- | 
| lished his trading post upon the present site of Astoria, | 
| and his trapping parties penetrated the mountains over 
| the course marked by Lewis and Clark. Afterward, for 
| many years, those vast regions were under control of the 
|; Hudson Bay Company, who had their trappers upon 
|every stream. It was, however, not until 1842 that any 
| attempt was made, by citizens of the States, at perma- 
| nent settlement of this Oregon region. Soon afterward 
| Congress generously donating large tracts of land in 
| Oregon, to actual settlers, the tide of emigration set 
| from the Mississippi valley across the plainsand through 
| the mountains ; which, like the migration of a Tartar 
tribe, was impelled by a mysterious force to undergo 
| such privations and dangers to seek new homes in a re- 
gion soremote. But the problem was soon solved and 
| a new star was added to the field, and others yet to be. 
Another expedition, of no less importance, was at the 
same time exploring the course of the upper Mississippi. 
| This exploration was under charge and direction of Lieu- 
|tenant Pike, who afterward became the distinguished 
| general, and who lost his life amid the petrescent 
| shower caused by the blowing up of the fort at Little 
| York in Canada, after his ga‘lant capture of it. The 
| object was to ascend the Mississippi from St. Louis to its 
| source, to ascertain its navigability, the character of the 
| country through which it flows ; the number, habits and 
| customs of the Indian tribes along its course ; to select 
eligible localities for military posts, and to ascertain the 
| tone and character of the British trading post, within 
| the limits of the United States, supposed to be situated 
|somewhere in those regions. With these objects in 
| view, Pike set out from his encampment near St. Louis, 
|in August 1805, in a keel boat, with twenty enlisted men 
and a few voyageurs. By the middle of October he had 
reached a point near Clear River, about two hundred and 
fifty miles above the Falls of St. Anthony. .The enthu- 
| siasm with which he mentions, in his narrative, the won- 
| ders of this region, then fresh in the hands of nature, has 
since been verified by the well known beauties of Min- 
nesota, with her ever varying landscapes of “laughing 
waters,” multitudinous lakes, and expansive plains. At 
the junction of the Minnesota with the Mississippi, he 
selected a site fora military post, which subsequently 
was located and well known as Fort Snelling. It may 
not be uninteresting to mention that here he deposited, 
jin a bottle, some records of his journey, These, many 
| years afterward, were discovered when excavating for 
| the foundations of buildings in the fort. 
| The winter coming on and the navigation being ex- 
|} tremely difficult, on account of the rapids in the river, 
the party halted and constructed a stockade and block- 
house, in which was deposited the heavy baggage and 
most of their remaining provisions. This depot was left 
|in charge of a sergeant and three men, while the re- 
{ mainder, after having constructed sleds and a canoe, pro- 
| ceeded upon their journey, the men drawing the sleds 
by hand upon the snow and the ice of the river. 
After incredible toil and suffering from the cold, they at 
length arrived, on the 8th of January, 1806, at the estab- 
lishment of the Northwest Fur Company, on Lake De 
Sable. From this point they explored to Red Cedar 
Lake, which was supposed by them to be the extreme 
| source of the Mississippi and only a few miles to the 
| waters flowing into Hudson’s Bay. After accomplishing 
the object of the expedition in this vicinity, the party 
started upon their return, and arrived safely at St. Louis 
on the last day of April, 1806.

THE London Zimes, of June 25th, in its Southamp- 
ton correspondence, says: “The United States splendid 
steam frigate Franklin, 3,600 tons burden, and carrying 
39 guns, Captain A. M. Pennock, the flag-ship of Ad- 
miral David G. Farragut, commanding the European 
Squadron of the United States Navy, and accompanied 
by the war steamer Ticonderoga, Captain R. H. Wyman, 
arrived in the river this morning from Ostend. On the 
ships coming to anchor, the American flag was run up 
to the masthead of her Majesty’s iron-clad ship Hector, 
lying off Netley Hospitai, and saluted with 17 guns, and 
immediately afterward the British flag was hoisted from 
the main of the F’ranklin, and saluted in like manner. 
The Swatura, Commander William H. Jeffers, has been 
lying in our waters for some time past, and two more 
vessels of the squadron are expected here shortly, viz. : 
the Canandaigua, Captain J. H. Strong, from Lisbon, 
and the Frolic, Commander D.B. Harmony. The squad- 
ron will remain here about a fortnight, and during their 
rendezvous at this port the gallant admiral is expected 
to pay a visit to Scotland. The mayor of the borough, 
Mr. J. R. Stebbing, has waited upon the American Con- 
sul, Captain John Britton, requesting him to ask Ad- 
miral Farragut to honor him with his company at a din- 
ner to which, previous to the arrival of the Franklin, 
his worship had invited the officers of the Swatara and 
some of the borough officials at his private residence, 
St. Andrew’s Villa, on Thursday afternoon. The Town 
Council, at a meeting held to-day, also passed a resol u- 
tion unanimously inviting Admiral Farragut to a public 
banquet proffered by the municipality to the gallant Ad- 
miral and the officers of the ships under his command. 
A magnificent specimen of that scarce fish, the royal 
sturgeon, measuring seven feet in length, and weighing 
104 pounds, was caught in the upper part of the South- 
ampton waters, between the Royal Victoria pier and the 
magazines at Marchwood, this morning, which has been 
purchased by Mr. Alderman Perkins for presentation to 
Admiral Farragut, and will be sent on board the /rank- 
lin immediately. 


THE remains of Rear-Admiral H. H. Bell arrived at 
Newbury, New York, on the 1st instant under the escort 
of Captain J. J. Almy and several officers of the navy. 
It was intended to have received the body with an im- 
posing military display, but this was omitted at the re- 
quest of the Admiral’s widow. ‘The final obsequies 
took place on Thursday, the 2d instant, in St. Paul’s 
church, the funeral being attended by many officers of 
the army and navy, the Mayor and Common Council of 
Newburg, a detachment of twenty-six men from Post 
Ellis, No. 52G. A. R., and the citizens generally, the 
church being crowded long before the appointed lour. 
The case containing the remains was draped with the 
American flag and covered with a profusion of flowers. 
The total weight of the remains and box containing 
them was 1,500 pounds. The following, written by an 
officer of the ship Supp/y, shows how the remains were 
preserved, and explains the great weight: “The body 
was first wrapped in tar parcelling, and then a coat of 
tar was applied over all, after which it was placed in a 
pine coffin, and this wrapped in navy blue flannel. 
This coffin was placed in a rough iron-bound box, and 
the body, in this condition, was received on bored the 
Supply from the flagship Hartford. It was taken in 
charge by Acting-Ensign F. C. Hall of the Supply, who 
superintended the further preparations for the voyage 
home. On board the Supply the outer box was board to 
ascertain whether the body had undergone decomposi- 
tion. No signs or change were apparent. The whole 
was then placed in a zinc case, with an air space on all 
sides, and raised on blocks of wood, and the same at the 
sides and top, and the air space filled in solid with char- 
coal, The zine case was hermetically sealed, and placed 
in a teak-wood box, also having’an air space on all sides, 
and filled in with charcoal as before.” The funeral 
service was in accordance with the prescribed form of 
the Episcopal church, after the conclusion of which the

REPLY TO PROFESSOR 
MAHAN. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal.

ingly happy in their present, past and future. Fortu- 


nate they were in sitting under the instructions of one 
who not only imparted to them a creditable knowledge 
of the exact sciences, but who also taught them the sub- 
tile distinction between “ West Point progress and the 
stagnation of routine.” 

The interest of this philosopher in his disciples does 
not stop with their departure from the academic groves. 
If a presumptuous barbarian dares to intimate that any 
of his military brood have any faults or foibles, a great 
clucking is heard, a pair of capacious wings are spread, 
and the West Point chickens are gathered under them, 
whether they will or no. But if they are happy in the 
development of their juvenile powers, and are fortunate 
in having a champion always ready armed to defend 
them, they are doubly happy in the assurances of future 
felicity he promises them and assumes for himself. In 
alluding to “ Centurion’s” statement, that by the regu- 
lar course of promotion the civil appointments would 
one day have a controlling influence in the Army, and 
that thus the sceptre of power would pass from Judah 
—the Professor assuming the role of High Priest of our 
“High Church Militant”—thus consoles himself and 
his “aggrieved parishioners.” He writes: “Did he 
(Centurion) read the scriptures rightly, he would 
have learned that the sceptre of Judah was only trans- 
ferred from the earthly to the heaven/y line.” 

Now this is certainly comforting, and I congratulate 
my West Point friends on their prospects of brilliant 
promotion. LIassure my amiable censor that when he» 
is transferred to the new line, although I may mourn 
his loss, I will rejoice in his advancement. I am content 
that he should become a power in the church trium- 
phant as he is now in the church militant ; I am content 
that he should become a pedagogue in the skies, and 
teach military engineering to the angels. 

In my last letter to you, Mr. Editor, I stated that our 
civilian and Army appointments occasionally felt them- 
selves aggrieved by the partiality (which, I confess, is a 
very natural one), that West Point graduates manifest 
for one another. I attempted to point out how this par- 
tiality was thought to exhibit itself. I distinctly dis- 
claimed any intention of attributing this fault to all 
West Point officers, or to a majority of them. Yet, for 
this letter a high priest in the faith attempts to subject 
me to epistolary incremation. 

He accuses me, in the first place, of having “ West 
Point on the brain.” Now, my real fault, in his estima- 
tion, is that I have not West Point on the brain. Had 
I been so fortunate as to have sat under the drippings 
of that sanetuary of the High Church Militant, I would 
not now have incurred his wrath. 

Iam blamed, in the next place, for not appending 
specifications to my charges, and not dragging witnesses 
before your editorial bar. If I had charged a class of 
officers with crimes or misdemeanors, then any one of 
that class would have the right to demand that I spec- 
ify the person meant, or hold myself responsible to all. 
But where only a practice has been criticised ss iimpol- 
itic, I cannot perceive the propriety of any such de- 
mand. And, moreover, I did not mention names or in- 
stances, because I had no desire to arouse a warfare of 
personalities in the columns of your paper. 

My learned censor is not, however, so particular. He 
favors us with one sentence, which for its profound ob- 
scurity and unique elegance, I am tempted to quote en- 
tire. It is personal, but who is the person meant? He 
exclaims: “ 1 doubtless have my prejudices in favor of 
West Pointers!” (How candid; we never should have 
suspected this—never!) “But if no higher motive im- 
pelled me, policy alone at my period of life, after hav- 
ing seen so many inflated skins pricked, and nothing 
but gas (and that not very sweet smelling) escape, would 
show me the folly of trying to keep out of sight what 
would not stand the public gaze.” Now I must confess 
I find this hard to understand. Perhaps this can be ac- 
counted for on the “/ucus a non lucendo” principle. Per- 
haps, as we are informed in the same letter, it is be- 
cause “ West Point nature has some phases different 
trom human nature,” and we are not en rapport with 
him. Does it mean that the writer is afraid of getting 
his own skin punctured, or that he is loth to prick those 
of others? In the first case his prudence is commend- 
able, and men and angels should rejoice that they will 
be spared the disagreeable effluvia of escaping gas. If, 
on the other hand, he means that he is unwilling to at- 
tack pachydermatous barbarians, we must rejoice ina 
peril escaped, and thank him tor his philanthropy. 

After a number of verbal criticisms are gone through 
with, I am favored with several questions. First, I am 
asked if the graduate of West Point does not return 
the Government a guid . quo for his education by his 
subsequent services. conceive that the education 
given at West Point is a gratuity. No one has a right 
to it, and no one returns a quid pro quo for it. For the 
services you render after you leave the Academy you 
receive a quid pro quo in money. All receive it in pro- 
portion—from the general to the drummer-boy. So far 
as your claims on the Government are concerned, you 
stand in precisely the same footing as other citizens.

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FOREIGN MILITARY AND NAVAL MATTERS. 

THE Aeronautical Exhibition has opened at the Crys- 
tal Palacein London. The articles exhibited are divided 
into seven classes, and include a considerable number of 
aerial machines of various sorts. Two prizes of one 
hundred and two of fifty pounds each are offered. They 
are, (1st) for the best form of kite or aerial arrangement, 
or modification thereof, for establishing a communication 
from a wreck on shore, or between two vessels at sea ; 
(2d), for a machine to carry and be worked by a steam- 
engine or other motive power which shall sustain and 
move itself in the air at a height of not less than ten feet 
from the ground, for a period not less than five minutes ; 
(3d), for a machine which, not being of the nature of a kite 
or balloon, shall ascend with a man to the height of 120 
feet ; (4th) for the lightest engine in proportion to its 
power, from whatever source the power may be de- 
rived. 

So great has been the necessity for an instrument to 
measure distances, says Zngineering, that a great num- 
ber of inventors have tried to produce means of obtain- 
ing the distance of troops in order that the rifle may be 
sighted to the proper elevation. We have inspected a 
telescope, patented by Messrs. Elliott Brothers, of the 
Strand, that enables the distance of either infantry or 
cavalry to be computed instantaneously. We hear that 
the telescope has been submitted to the Ordnance Select 
Committee, and very much approved of by them. The 
means by which the distance is obtained consist of two | 
wires moved by a disc, on which are divisions showing | 
the distances of the troops according to the aperture be- 
tween the wires. The motion of the wires is produced 
by a double eccentric moving round the smaller tube of 
the telescope. 

Prince Artur, having received a commission as 
lieutenant in the corps of Royal Engineers, has arrived 
at headquarters, Chatham, for the purpose of commenc- 
ing his professional studies at the Royal Engineer estab- 
lishment. He seems to have passed his examination 
very creditably, for the Army and Navy Gazette says: 

The example set by Prince Authur to the young men 
of England will surely be fruitful in good effect. What 
lad of common feeling and good heart can bear up 
againt the rebuke of a parent or master who points to 
the career of the young oflicer of Engineers whose name 
is at the top of the late list’? Every excuse which the 
most lazy drone can urge for his being at the bottom is 
disposed of by the Prince’s conduct and career. He is 
not possessed of any extraordinary natural talent, nor 
has he any great gifts in the way of mental capacity. 
In a public school he would just pass muster asa lad of 
fair ability. But all the power he possesses has been 
unsparingly used and put forth to the utmost. The tal- 
ent has been laid out at interest, and while Prince 
Arthur—clarum nomen—has been working assiduously, 
and has gained the affectionate respect of his masters by 
application to his studies, he has not neglected the ac- 
complishments which are expected in a Prince. The 
Royal Engineers may be proud of their young comrade- 
in-arms. 

AN improvement is just being made at Woolwich in 
the immense iron sling wagons for,the removal of heavy 
guns. The wagon has hitherto been fitted with com- 
plicated and expensive machinery, by which ten men 
were enabled in twenty minutes to sling a twelve-ton 
gun ready for removal by the wagon. By substituting 
for the machinery two small six-pound hydraulic jacks 
the same result can be obtained by two men in a much 
shorter time. The improved machinery is the invention 
of one of the second engineers of the arsenal.

GENERAL Grant has issued the following order : 

The following regulations have been received trom 
the Secretary ot War, and are published for the infor 
mation and government of all concerned : 

I. Under the 32d of the Rules and Articles of War, 
it is made the duty of commanding officers to see repa 
ration made to the party or parties injured, from the 
pay of soldiers who are guilty of abuses or disorders 
committed against citizens. Upon proper representa 
tion by any citizen, of wanton injury to his person cr 
property, accompanied by satisfactory proof, the com- 
manding officer of the troops will cause the damage to 
be assessed by a board of officers, the amount stopped 
against the pay of the offenders, and reparation made 
to the injured party. This proceeding will be independ- 
ent of any trial or sentence by court-martial for the 
criminal offence. 

II. Medical attendance and medicines will be fur- 
nished to superintendents of national cemeteries and 
their families, whenever medical officers are on duty in 
the vicinity of the cemeteries. . 

ill. The hospital fund, created by the saving of ra- 
tions of soldiers sick in hospital, will be expended by 
the surgeon in charge of each hospital for such articles 
for the benefit of the patients as the surgeon-general 
may approve and direct.

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BUYING DISCHARGES.

In our Army, and in our dull, prosaic times, 


vice. And yet, now and again, by the mutations 
of fortune, it does so happen that an enlisted man, 
especially if he be well connected, has the chance 
of making a good stroke if he were free. Some- 
times he enlists from a temporary recklessness or 
despair, and opportunity comes to him when it is 
too late to seize it. Sometimes friends or family 
open a new career for him in civil life; sometimes 
marriage, or it may be death, takes his heart out 
of the service, and he desires to get free. From 
one of a hundred causes he is eager to be dis- 
charged. The question is whether, in such cases, 
the Government may not do well to adopt a sys- 
tem of selling discharges to such as can afford, by 
their own means, or those of their friends, to buy 
them. 

'THACKERAY’S hero was an excellent soldier be- 
fore he came into his fortune; but we doubt 
whether he would have been as gallant in battle 
next day. A new theory of life had come over 
him, and he would have been more inclined to 
dodge and go to cover, or, at least, would no longer 
have been the first man to volunteer in a forlorn 
hope. As for the daily routine of camp, it would 
have been insufferable. And so it is in a great 
measure with good soldiers who come unexpectedly 
into the possession of money, or of influciuce, 
which will command money, to whom a bright 
prospect in civil life is opened, and who yet cannot 
get away. It is human nature, the world over, to 
be listless and dispirited under such circumstances. 
Even the negroes down South cannot do now as 


be wise and just to allow men whose circumstances 
warrant it, to purchase their discharges—under, 
of course, reasonable regulations and restrictions, 
We do not advocate letting down the bars so that 
there sha!] be a perpetual getting out of the Army 
whenever any hard duty is in prospect. Nor do 
Wwe mean to make an enlistment a mere appren- 
ticeship, in which a youth can purchase his 
“time ” whenever he feels like it. On the con- 
trary, such cases, if permitted at all, should be 
exceptional, and based on special circumstances, 
The only question we ask now is, whether there 
may not be some such cases; and if that be ad- 
mitted, then certainly they should be subjected to 
a general rule of treatment. The principle being 
once admitted, the drawing up of restrictions is 
comparatively easy. 

Now, as a matter of fact, honorable discharges 
are given to enlisted men with some degree of fre- 
quency. But, under the present system, these 
discharges are granted by pure favor, and are usuv- 
ally the result of caprice, or of family, social, or 
political intervention. Whether deserved or not, 
they are conceded simply to the influence of ac- 
tive friends of the soldier, and as the discharges 
are gratuitous the Government suffers exactly as 
much in money value as the soldier’s outfit and 
training represent. Since, therefore, discharges 
of able-bodied men are common, the question is 
whether they may not be made to inure to the pe- 
cuniary benefit of Government, or, at least, 
whether the Government should not be protected 
from loss. 

Or, if it be desirable to retain as many men as 
possible in service, the candidate for discharge 
might be compelled to furnish a substitute. We 
do not press this view, because now the great 
anxiety is to muster out men, and all recruiting is 
stopped; and because it is certain that there will 
always be men enough to be had for our small 
Army. However, in a general regulation, it 
would perhaps be wise to provide, as an alterna- 
tive, that, either a worthy substitute should be 
procured or a sum of money paid, leaving the 
practical decision to the officers appointed to con- 
sider the application. 

The details required in carrying out this princi- 
ple would be very simple, and it would always be 
easy for the proper officers to determine the jus- 
tice of the application. We cannot but think that 
it would greatly diminish discontent in the Army 
if the possibility of getting out were more appa- 
rent. The sense of ability to go, under certain 
regulations, would take away half the desire, and 
the restraint would be less annoying. Above all, 
it would have a good effect in diminishing deser- 
tions, most of which spring from the desire to get 
into some civil occupation—mining or what not~ 
in which a good opportunity is offered. 


WOMAN IN WAR. 

Tue Paraguayan tidings are, that the army of Lo-

|cause by their persons; and that not alone in the 
| fields as tillers and harvesters, in the shops as me- 
chanics, in the stores as traders, in the hospitals 
as nurses, in the camp as vivandieres, in the rear 
of combat as stretcher-bearers, but actually, in 
some cases, in the véry fore-front of battle as war- 
riors, clad in the national uniform, armed with 
rifle and gun, and acquitting themselves like men.

| Thus, while woman’s right to vote is under dis- 
| cussion in America and England, the Paraguayan 
| heroines are proving their right to fight, to do and 
to have all that is possible for the State to offer of 
service and guerdon. If there be such a thing as 
| suffrage in Paraguay, and these brave Paraguayan 
women be debarred, the hardy despot who rules 
its fortunes is an ungrateful fellow, and ought to 
be overthrown. 

In all ages, the “stern alarums” of war have 
been poetically contrasted with the “ lute of the 
lady’s chamber; ” in the ‘livision of labor betwee" 
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the sexes the duties of war have been assigned to! 
men, those of peace to women. Yet, in all ages, 
in all history, in all fiction, there have been count- 
less examples where women have fought, leading 
men or women to the deadliest battles. From 
PENTHESILEA to Boapicea, from PHILLIPPA to 
Joan or Arc, from the Amazons of mythologic 
fame to the women of the French Revolution and 
the Paraguayans of to-day, history is full of the 
illustrious achievements of women warriors. In- 


deed, such instances are familiar to some of us in| 


America. In the Revolutionary War and in the 
late war of secession there are authentic instances 
of women fighting in male attire; and in many 
great sieges of fortified towns women have been 
found to play a heroic part in the defence. 

While, however, the spirit of woman is quite 
equal, under the pressure of excitement or the 
stimulus of any high motive like patriotism, love, 
or duty, to ‘‘ dare all that man dares,” her sphere 
in war is hardly that of the armed combatant. It 
is a noble sign of devotion when the women of 
Paraguay volunteer in the Dictator’s armies; but 
it is also a token of the exhaustion of his cause. 
So far, however, it seems that most of them have 
rather assumed the ordinary labors of men—on 
the farm, in the workshop, in hunting and fishing, 
in trade, in transportation, and the customary oc- 
cupations of life, in order to send every able- 
bodied man to the front. It is certainly an heroic 
spectacle. 

That woman will hereafter take a more active 
part in the conduct as well as the decision of war 
is as certain as that she will hereafter take a more 
prominent part in political, commercial, and so- 
cial life. For civic rights imply correlative civic 
obligations; and in proportion as woman gains 
the former she must discharge the latter, of which 
one is unquestionably to ‘‘ provide for the common 
defence.’ But her task will undoubtedly be that 
in which FLORENCE NIGHTINGALE has led the way, 
and hundreds of American women as brave, as 
patriotic, as kindly, as self-sacrificing, as saintly, 
as worthy of immortal honor, have hardly less 
usefully, if less conspicuously, followed. Such 
women justify the definition of one of their sis- 


terhood : 
I think we call those women, who uphold 


Faint hearts and strong with angel countenance, 
Who stand for ali that’s high in Faith’s resolve, 
Or great in Hope’s first promise. 

We used to hear sometimes of the intention of 
Southern women to take up arms when the. men 
had all fallen, and of Northern women to do the 
same if necessary. They did better in their noble 
devotion to sick and wounded men of both sides 
—a devotion which made the heroines as illustri- 


ous as the heroes of the wat 


Masor Wuirtiesey of the Army has presented 
a plan for the reorganization of the United States 
Military Academy at West Point, based on the 
passage of a bill now before Congress for the in- 
troduction of military instruction into one or more 
colleges in every State inthe Union. The plan is 
submitted in the shape of a letter to General 
Grant, and commences with an enumeration of 
the defects of the Academy, which are said to be, 
first, that some of the professorships are over- 
crowded, owing to the development since their 
establishment of the subjects which they comprise ; 
second, that the Academy is somewhat behind 
the age in the means and appliances for in- 
spiring in her é/éres that love of knowledge 
for its own sake essential to eminent attain- 
ments and to the highest grades of practical 
results; third, ‘the most serious and glaring 
defect in the constitution of the Academy is the 
method in vogue of appointing cadets without re- 
ference to any previous test of capacity.” 

To remedy these defects it is proposed that the 
number of professorships shall be increased by 
subdividing several of those which at present ex- 
ist, and adding a professorship of the German 
language and literature, and also one of physio- 
logy and military hygiene. A professorship of 
ordnance and gunnery is also established, and it 
is proposed that the superintendent shall be al- 
lowed one hundred dollars a month in considera- 
tion of the extra expenses incident to his position. 
it is ex pected that all the professorships provided 


' for shall be filled by the detail of competent offi- 
cers of the Army, although the present professors 
are to be retained. It is further provided that 
eminent civilians may be engaged to deliver at 
the Academy courses of lectures on special sub- 
jects. 

It is also proposed that the President may au- 
thorize all young men between the ages of eigh- 
teen and twenty-two who have claims for special 
consideration, on account of patriotic services 
rendered by their fathers or near relatives in the 
military, naval, or civil service of the country, to 
appear for examination before the Academic Board 
at West Point, and that thirteen of the best quali- 
fied of these applicants shall be warranted as ca- 
dets. It is also intended that each member of Con- 
gress shall have the appointment of a cadet, wlio 
shall be taken from the lists of distinguished grad- 
uates of colleges and universities, recommended 
under a proposed act of Congress establishing a 
national system of military education. It is also 
provided that all meritorious non-commissioned 
officers who may be entitled to promotion in the 
Army under the act of Congress approved August 
4, 1854, shall be examined before the Academic 
Board, and if found competent shall be warranted 
as cadets, and those who are found incompetent 
or unsuitable shall be appointed ordnance ser- 
geants, or remanded to their companies, or honor- 
ably discharged from the service. Special and 
partial courses are also proposed, the term of in- 
struction to be three years, and the period for 
which a cadet engages being set at six years. 

It is hoped by this plan to elevate the Military 
Academy to the grade of a National Military and 
Polytechnic University, having its basis in the 
college system of the country; and it is also held 
that, inasmuch as the standard of acquirements of 
candidates for admission is to be materially raised, 


the percentage of cadets failing to graduate will | 


be proportionately reduced, and that the effective 
capacity of the Academy will therefore be doubled. 

Such, then, is the plan proposed for re-organiz- 
ing and increasing the efficiency of the U. 58. 
Military Academy. It is certainly desirable that 
the standard of attainments required of candidates 
for admission to the Academy slrould be materially 
raised, while it is also important that military 
education, should be more generally- diffused 
among our youth. It remains to be seen 
whether’ Congress will pass the act upon 
which Major WuirtLrsey’s plan is based, after 
which we can discuss the changes proposed to 
greater advantage. We need only say that any 
well-advised effort to promote an interest in mili- 
tary matters among our educated young men has 
our hearty sympathy and — 

THE New York eteetinns, this week, voted 
for a double-headed *‘ economy” in the Army and 
Navy, by putting in their platform one proposition 
for the reduction of the standing forces and anoth- 
er for ‘‘ the repeal of all enactments for enrolling 
the State militia into national forces.” Against 
the first of these we think it usgless, even were it 
expedient, to contend—it is destiny; and Congress 
is very likely to take the initiative in the plan very 
soon. But to the second proposition, if we un- 
derstand it aright, we may properly object. Its 
spirit, if not its intent, is to disarm the national 
Government and divest it of its power to call out 
the militia force with rapidity and ease. 

The militia and the standing Army, as we have 
often urged, are the two factors which make up 
the product, national defence. You cannot get 
the product by diminishing both factors; if one 
be lessened the other must be increased. A wise 
statesmanship would provide all the more strenu- 
ously for a national control of the State militias 
on the reduction of the standing Army, and would 
use that, in fact, as an argument for the diminu- 
tion of the latter. 

Still more unwise do propositions to cripple the 
Government in the use of the State militias appear 
to us now, because it is tolerably certain that no 
system of national militia can ever be perfected, 
The propositions of General Witson and others 
in the Senate, of General Pawve and others in the 
House, to this effect, have been defeated time after 
time; and, to matter how cattiously the fbill 





might be « drawn, how ¥ very slender the tie between 
State and National Government, alarm was always 
taken atonce. Not even a national inspectorship 
has ever been established over the State militias. 

With the certainty that any encroachment of the 
central power upon the State control of the militia 
would be vigorously resisted, with the disposition 
of all parties and all public men to refrain 
from such usurpation, with the jealous instruc- 
tions imposed by the Constitution still in force— 
is it wise or necessary to hamper the Government 
still more in its defensive power? We feel that a 
mistake is made in these plans for utterly destroy- 
ing the military organizations and national 
strength which, at enormous expense, and after 
many errors in experiment, were at Jength built 
up: The aim of some of our statesmen seems to 
be not only to get rid of all our national defensive 
force, but to do so as fast as possible—to burn the 
candle at both ends at once. 


CONGRESS. 
THE Senate has done little of interest during the 
week. Mr. Howanp reported favorably a bill to pro- 
vide for the issue of arms to the militia. Mr. WiLson 
introduced a bill to authorize the sale of portions of the 
military reservations of Forts Leavenworth and Riley, 
in the State of Kansas. The joint resolution touching 
the settlement of the accounts of certain officers and 
agents who have disbursed public money under direc- 
tion of chief engineers, was passed. The money in 
question was expended ia the erection of fortifications 
in Massachusetts, Maine, and New Hampshire. A joint 
resolution was reported, authorizing the Secretary of the 
Navy to receive for instruction at the Naval Academy 
at Annapolis, not exceeding six persons, to be desig- 
nated by the Government of the Empire of Japan, pro- 
vided no expense to the United States is involved. 
In the House, Mr. WASHBURN reported a bill in re- 
lation to additional bounties, which was passed. It pro- 
vides that when a soldier’s discharge shows that he is 


service, he shall be held to have completed the full term 
of his enlistment, and to be entitled to bounty accord- 
ingly. The second section provides that the prohibition 
of additional bounty to any soldier who has bartered, 
sold, assigned, transferred, lent, exchanged, or given 
away his final discharge papers, or any interest in the 
bounty, shall not apply in cases where the full amount 
of bounty has been advanced by States, counties, or 
towns, to the soldier or his family, but that the State, 
county or town shall be entitled to it. The third sec- 
tion provides that the widow, minor children, and 
parents, of any soldier who died after being honorably 
discharged, shall be entitled to receive the additional 


bounty. 
Mr. Cons reported a joint resolution construing the 


act of August 6, 1861, to mean that every private of 
Volunteers, entered under the proclamation of the Pres 
ident, and General Orders Nos, 15 and 20, dated May 
4 and May 25, 1861, issued in accordance therewith, 
prior to July 22, 1861, shall be entitled and be paid the 
allowance of $100, provided by said General Orders, in 
all cases where said private has been honorably dis- 
charged from the service. 

Mr. GARFIELD reported the bill establishing rules 
and articles of war for the government of the Army. 
He also gave notice that in view of the reconstruction 
of most of the Southern States, he should speedily re- 
port a bill for the reduction of the Army. 

On motion of Mr. PIKE, the Secretary of the Navy 
was directed to furnish a copy of the order of the 13th 
of April, 1868, ordering a trial of the United States 
steamer Wampanoag, and of the reports of the trials of 
that vessel, whether before or after that order. On 
motion of Mr. P1xg, he was called upon for a copy of 
the report of Captain Eaps on the iron-clads in Europe 
and this country. On motion of Mr. Hopxrys, he was 
instructed to inform the House as to the prices paid 
under contracts recently made by the Government for 
coal for use in the Navy at New York and Philadel- 
phia, and whether coal has been or is to be furnished 
to Norfolk, Washington, or other Southern ports from 
New York, and if so, why? Mr. Hopxins’s resolu- 
tion is intended, its mover says, to arrest certain private 
manipulations of shipments, whereby the Government 
will lose about $20,000.

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THE REGATTA AT BOSTON. 


AN interesting boat race took place on the Charles 
River, Boston, on the 4th of J uly, in which the Harvard 
University crew, the Ward brothers, and a crack crew 
from St. John, N. B., were competitors. As the Harvard 
men are looked upon as the champion amateur oarsmen, 
and the Wards as the champion professionals, there was 
considerable difference of opinion as to the probable result 
of this contest. The following account of the race will 
show that the Harvard men met with some mishaps, and 
did not come up to their performance at Worcester last 
year, although they beat the St. John men easily. The 
following boats were entered for the races:

The Harvard crew was the same which defeated Yale 
so handsomely at -Lake Quinsigamond last year. Ther 
average weight last Saturday was 157 pounds, and they 
were all in the best condition, with the exception of 
Loring, who complained of a stitch in his side. Their 
boat, which was built by Elliott, is a beautiful model, 
and is the one in which they expect to row at Worcester 
this year. The Wards are always in condition, and look 
as brown as berries, and as spare and sinewy as well- 
trained racers. Their average Weight was 158 

unds. The St. John crew was composed of fine-look- 
ing men, who, however, only average 142 pounds each. 
McCaffrey was one of the four men who were beaten by 
the Wards last year at Springfield, and two of the men 
belonged tothe Indiantown crew which beat the “ Paris” 
crew after its return home, The boat of the St. John 
men was decidedly an inferior one, being a white pine 
lapstreak, thirty-two inches wide, and weighing nearly 
200 pounds, setting some eight or nine inches above the 
water, even with her crew aboard. Very little was ex- 
pected of this boat by connoiseurs, and their expectations 
were not disappointed.

THE PARADE ON THE FOURTH. 


Tue National Guard regiments located in the City of New York 
paraded on last Saturday, in obedience to orders from Headquarters 
First Division and in honor of the anniversary of our National In- 
dependence. Thanks to the promptness of Major-General Shaler, 
the division commander, the Fourth of July parades are now no lon- 
ger the nuisances they used to be, but are as satisfactory as any parades 
can be insuch warm weather as we usually have at this time of the 
year. Heretofore, excepting, of course, the parade of last year, the 
troops were ordered out at an early hour and were compelled to await 
the pleasure of Major-General Sanford, who could seldom be induced 
to put the column in motion until about the hour at which, as matters 
are now arranged the parade is about being dismissed. This year, 
as last, the various brigades were formed on side atreets, the right of 
each resting on Fifth avenue, as follows: First Brigade, on West 
Twelfth street; Second Brigade, on West Thirteenth street ; Tnird 
Brigade, on West Fourteenth street; Fourth Brigade, on West Fif- 
teenth street; Cavalry Brigade, on West Sixteenth street. At 
precisely 7:30 4. M., the First Brigade broke into column, and com- 
menced to march up Fifth avenue, followed at proper intervals by 
the brigades in the above-named order. Theline of march was up 
Fifth avenue through Thirty-eight street, down Madison avenue 
through Twenty-third street, and down Fourth avenue, paying the 
honors of a marching salute to Mayor Hoffman at the Clarendon 
Hotel, corner of Eighteenth street. Everything was carried out ac- 
cording to previous announcement, excepting that the Ninety-sixth 
regiment and the First Artillery did not move with the Second 
brigade, but were compelled to take their positions in column 
after the brigade to which they are attached had completed over half 
of its march. Mayor Hoffman reviewed the Division from a stand 
erected in front of the Clarendon Hotel, and was consequently on 
the left flank of the column, so that officers in saluting were com- 
pelled to look in an opposite direction from that in which they are 
accustomed to do on similar occasions. The following remarks 
show the appearance of the troops as they passed the stand of the 
reviewing officer. 

First came Major-General Shaler, followed by his staff in 
one rank, all in full uniform and well mounted. The salute 
of the general and his staff was just as it should be. As the gen- 
eral raised his sword all the staff brought theirs up also, easily and 
gracefully, their sabres being held at a poise for a moment, and then 
coming down all together. It is not a usyal thing to see such a good 
and simultaneous salute, and we should be glad tosee a greater 
uniformity in this matter throughout the division. 

FIRST BRIGADE. 


Next, after the division commander, staff and orderlies, came 
Brigadier General Ward, commanding the First Brigade, followed 
by his staff in ene line and a detail of orderlies in rear of them. 
General Ward was well mounted an@ made a good salute, but the 
line of staff officers was not well preserved. 

The Second regiment, Colonel Thomas M. Reid commanding, 
Jed this brigade, and we were glad to notice that for once all the 
men of the regiment wore the same colored grey clothes, aithough 
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this regiment made an indifferent salute, and the number of files 
were not equalized, but there were about 200 men in line all told. 
The Tweifth regiment made a very good appearance under com- 
mand of Colonel Ward, and paraded ten companies of twelve files 
each. The staff of this regiment were not far enough in rear of the 
colonel. Company E, of this regiment made a good appearance 
and attracted considerable attention in view of the fact that it is en- 
tered for a competitive drill with the Montgomery Guard of Boston, 
on the 30th inst. 
The Seventy-first paraded in fatigue uniform, white pants, under 
command of Major Wolcott, and when passing t he reviewing officer 
was formed in column of divisions extending from curb tocurb with 
a front of twenty-six files. The music guard of this regiment went 
by, carrying their pieces at 1 right shoulder shift, and the captain of 
the last company did not salute. The regiment, however, made an 
excellent appearance. 
SECOND BRIGADE. 
As Brigadier-General Burger, commanding the Second Brigade, 
approached the reviewing stand, he increased the gait at which his 
horse was moving so that the general and staff passed at a slow trot, 
the latter not well aligned but looking well otherwise. There is 
nothing in the tactics which requires this increased gait. 


Brigadier-General Bendix, who also increased the gait of his horse 
when passing the reviewing officer. The companies of this regi- 
ment were not properly equalized, there being six companies present 
numbering in a!l about 150 men. The adjutant of this regiment 
was out of his proper place. 

The drum corps of the Fifth regiment saluted the Mayor by the 
customary ruffies. The tactics prescribe that thejdrums shall roll 
when the colors salute, the music meanwhile continuing to play. 
The Fifth was under command of Colonel Meyer, and made a very fine 
appearance, parading with ten companies of eighteen files each. 
The officer commanding the second company of this regiment did 
not look at the reviewing officer when saluting him. 

The Sixth regiment paraded with eight companies of twelve files 
ench, under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Schwartz. The 
commanding officer of this regiment saluted in dierce instead of in 
quarte as prescribed. 

The Eighty-fourth was under the command of Colonel F. A. 
Conkling, and made a good appearance for this organization, although 
the number of files in the companies were not equal. The staff of 
this regiment were not ina good line when passing the reviewing 
officer. ‘The Eighty-fourth and Sixth wear the old State uniform, 
which does not look well alongside of the more dashing uniforms 
which are now coming into vogue. 

The leading guide of the Ninety-sixth regiment did not give him- 
self room enough to clear the reviewing stand, and the entire regi- 
was consequently too much crowded to the left. Colonel Krehbiel 
was in command, and the regiment paraded with ten companies of 
sixteen files each. One lieutenant in this regiment saluted as a 
sergeant. The ofliver commanding the tenth company made a good 
salute. 

The First Artillery paraded with something over 350 men, under 
command of Lieutenant-Colonel Diehl. The staff should have been 
in rear of the commanding officer, instead of by his side. The ser- 
geant of one of the batteries saluted the reviewing officer, and we 
noticed that some of the line oflicers were mounted. One captain 
in this regiment wore a fatigue cap. Barring these inaccuracies of 
detail the regiment made a good appearance. 

THIRD BRIGADE. 
Brigadier-General Varian and staff, who led the Third Brigade, 
wore the full dress chapeau with parti-colored feathers according to 
their department. The general and staff made a good salute. 
The First regiment, carrying the flag of the Ninth N. Y. Volun- 
teers, led the Third Brigade. This is the best of the zouave organ- 
izations, and we noticed one company in which every front rank 
man wore the badge of some .srmy corps. 
The Seventh came next, making a very showy and soldierly ap- 
pearance in its new dress uniform with white pants. ‘The band and 
and drum corps were in fine shape. The turn out was a slim one 
for the Seventh, being ten companies of fourteen files. The non- 
commissioned staff were distributed about as aides to the colonel, 
adjutant, etc., instead of being in line in rear. Some of the men do 
not appear to have become thoroughly accustomed to their new uni- 
form yet, and in one or two companies the marching was not up to 
the usual standard. There was a break in the left files of the third 
company in line, just in front of the reviewing stand. Captain 
George William Smith, who commands the left company of the reg- 
iment, wears five or six service chevrons on his coat sleeve, and 
looks like the veteran he really ir. 
The Eighth paraded with ten companies of thirteen files each, 
under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Scott. The officers com- 
manding the two companies on the left of this regiment, strove to 
obviate the irregularity of having a reviewing officer on the left 
flank by saluting him with their swcerds held in their left hands, the 
effect of which was decidedly awkward. 
The Ninth made a very good appearance, although its ranks 
were not as full as usual, parading with ten companies of ten files 
each, under command of Colonel John H. Wilcox. Major 
Seward made his first appearance in his new position. The 
captains of one or two of the companies of this regiment saluted 
in tierce. The band of the Ninth made a very fine appearance. 
The Thirty-seventh, under command of Lieutenant-Colonel Dusen- 
berry, paraded without a band, its field music being composed of 
nine drummers. The regiment paraded with six companies of eleven 
files each. 
The Fifty-fifth, under Colonel Le Gal, made a good appearance, 
and we happened to overhear Superintendent Kennedy speaking 
in terms of high commendation of this organization. The regiment 
paraded with nine companies of eleven files each. One of the offi- 
cers of the Fifty-fifth saluted in tierce. 

FOURTH BRIGADE. 
The Fourth Brigade was under command of Colonel James Cay- 
anagh of the Sixty-ninth regiment. He was attended bya bugler 
who made music upon his horn while passing in review, which was 
something novel, to say the least of it. 
The Fourth regiment, which led this brigade, was under the com-

missioned staff in front instead of in the rear. The regiment made 


each, and attracting much attention. 


The Third regiment led this brigade, under command of Brevet 


on parade. The uniforms of the men looked very well, and eight 
companies of fourteen files each were present. Major Porter was 
not in his proper place when passing the reviewing officer. 

The Sixty-ninth was under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Hargens. The non-commissioned staff of this regiment paraded in 
front instead of in rear of the regiment. The first two companies 
of this command were marched at right shoulder shift, until they 

had approached within ten paces of the reviewing officer, when 
they were brought to a carry, this should have been done ata dis- 
tance of fifty instead of ten paces. ‘ 

The Seventy-ninth was under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Shaw, and paraded with eight companies of nine files each, making 
making a creditable appearance." 


CAVALRY BRIGADE. 

The rear of the column was brought up by the Cavalry Brigade, 
under Brigadier-General Postley, who was accompanied by four 
members of his staff in full uniform and top boots. 

The officers of the battalion of Washington Greys wore the 
brim of their hats turned down a la Burnside. One of the officers 
of this squadron saluted by bringing up his sword to the first 
position of present and then back again to carry. The entire caval- 
ry brigade numbered about seven hundred men. 

The squadrons of the First Cavalry were not properly equalized 
one parading with only nine men. 


The Third Cavalry made a good turnout. The regimental staff 
made two lines, it was so numerous. A little sky terrier preceded 
this regiment, and appeared to enjoy his position as much as the 
darkies who carry water for a company do theirs. ‘ 

The Cavalry closed the parade, which was completed by half 
after nine o’clock although quite a number of the regiments which 
participated in it were dismissed by that time. After passing the 
reviewing oflicer thirty paces, the regiments of infantry took the 
double time for 100 paces, thus preventing any halt before the re- 
viewing officer. Fourth of July parades are not very popular with 
the National Guard, but the one last Saturday had as few objectiona- 
ble features about it as could be expected, while it was managed 
throughout as it should have been. 


MARSHAL OF THE Seconp Diviston.—Some time since an officer 
who held a position on the staff of Brigadier-General Crooke, com- 
manding Fifth Brigade, was appointed marshal of a regimental 
Court-martial of the Forty-seventh regiment, and we believe of sev- 
eral other regiments of the Second Division, and under the warrants 
of these courts collected tines amounting to several hundred dollars. 
For some reason or other this money has never, so far as we can 
learn, been passed to the credit of the regiments for which it was 
collected. As this officer was a member of General Crooke’s staff, 
| no bonds were taken from him in some of the cases, so that there 
is considerable difliculty in getting at the funds, now supposed to 
be in the possession of this marshal. Now that General Crooke is 
in command of the Second Division, we commend this matter to 
his attention, especially as he is considered as having endorsed the 
officer alluded to by giving him an appointment on the staff of the 
Fifth Brigade. 


RESIGNATION OF Mason-GengrnaL Duryes.—The resignation of 
Major-General H. B. Duryea, commanding Second division N. G. 8. 
N. Y., has been forwarded for the acceptance of Governor Fenton. 
Inasmuch as the gencral has held his present commission for over 
ten years he is liable to be placed on the retired list, but if he prefers 
to resign his commission it should, most undoubtedly, be accepted. 
General Duryea has been connected with the State Militia for 
many years, and as he now desires to give way in favor of younger 
men, who have more time to devote to the interest of the National 
Guard, his wishes in the matter should be respected. Itis but an 
indifferent compliment to any officer to say, in effect, by removing 
him from active duty that he has outlived his usefulness, and we 
think the law should not be made operative where, as in the present 
case, an officer has removed all cause for unpleasantness by resigning 
‘This is the second time General Duryea has voluntarily placed his 
resignation in the hands of the Governor, and we can see no good 
reason why it should not be favorably acted upon. The resignation 
of General Duryea leaves the command ot Second division in the 
hands of Brigadier-General Crooke, who has also served ten years in 
his present position; but if this officer prefers to be retired we see 
ne reason wby he, too, should not be accommodated. 


THE NATIONAL GUARD ON THE NATIONAL FESTIVAL. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal. 


Sir: Allow me, a looker-on, to make a few friendly criticisms on 
the parade of the First Division, first premising that, having last 
seen it on the occasion when it was reviewed by President John- 
son, I was struck by the great improvement which has taken place 
in a great many particulars since then. ‘ 
1. While the Sixth was marching in column of fours, it was or- 
dered to form column of companies, when three successive captains 
gave the following commands: The first, “ Left front into line, fours 
left—march;” the second, “ By company into line—march,” and 
the third, “ Left into line—march.” 

2. Regiments which entered the streets assigned to their brig- 
ades from the east should have been marched from their armories 
left in front, if necessary breaking from the left to march to the 
right. The sort of countermarch which many regiments executed 
was very anti-Uptonian. 

3. Although the troops were fora considerable part of the time 
at “left shoulder shift,” the manner of holding the piece in that po- 
sition was not uniform. There seemed to be two methods: First, 
with the left hand on the flat of the stock, beak between the first 
and second fingers, in a position analogous to “ right shoulder shift ;”” 
second, with the hand wnder the but, heel of the but embraced by 
the thumb.

If such a position be admitted, it should be fixed by some authority. 
4. The wheels, after passing the reviewing oflicer, were generally 
bad, those of the Twenty-second being best. The men did not, in 
general, keep their eyes to the left during the “right wheel,” and 
the sergeants on the left, instead of keeping the same step, and al-

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PARADE OF THE SECOND DIVISION. 
Ir is now several years since the Second division has paraded on 
the Fourth of July, and, judging from the general result of the 
parade lasi Saturday, it will be some time before they desire to cele 
brate the anniversary of our National Independence in that way 
again. Two years ago Major-General Duryea, who was in command 
of the division, concluded not to have a parade, but that the day 
might not pass unnoticed, he conceived the brilliant idea of or- 
dering that the flags at the various armories and arsenals should be 
displayed at half-mast in honor of the memory of Brevet Lieutenant- 
General Scott. This suggestion was about as sensible as it would 
be to dress a bride in widow’s weeds. Last year Brigadier-General 
Crooke, who was in command of the division, decided not to have 
a parade because the music would cost too much. ‘his year, how- 
ever, Major-General Duryea came out with a special order directing 
that] the Fifth and Eleventh brigades parade onthe 4th of July 
and at the same time promising that the column would move 
promptly at 8 o’clock A. m.,and be dismissed at 9}g o’clock.

The Twenty-third, which led the brigade made a fine appear- 
ance, parading ten companies of twelve files each, Colonel Rodney 
©. Ward being in command. 

‘The Forty-seventh was under the command of Colonel David E* 
Austen, and turned out with eight companies of fourteen files each, 
and appeared in excellent shape. 

The Fifty-sixth {paraded with some 200 men, in bluc uniforms 
with white cross-belts, and looked very well for a regiment that has 
but recently recovered from the effects of being disbanded. 

The Fifty-second regiment, which has hitherto formed a part of 
this brigade, did not parade on this occasion, as the regiment is ncw 
defunct. 

Captain Amoore’s Howitzer battery paraded with four pieces and 
52 men, making a good appearance. 

The Cavalry which is mentioned as belonging to the Fifth brigade 
paradec on the left of the infantry of the Eleventh. 

The following is the route of march : 

Through Cranberry strect to Columbia street; thence through 
Pierrepont sireet, Hicks street, Remsen street, and Henry street to 
Harrison street; thence through Clinton street and Schermerhorn 
strect to Lafayette avenue; through Lafayette avenue to Clinton 
avenue; through Clinton avenue to De Kalb avenue, and Adelphi 
street to Myrile avenue; thence through Myrtle avenue, Fulton 
street, Joralemon street and Court street, to Washington etreet, 
where the parade will be dismissed. 

It will be seen from the above that the march was an unusually 
long one, and inasmuch as the streets were dry, dusty, and for the 
most part unshaded, the troops had a trying time of it, so that it 
was found nocessary to order a halt in Franklin avenue. As we 
have already said, it was nearly eleven o’clock when the column 
was dismissed. After the parade the Forty-seventh was marched 
to the foot of Fulton street, whence it embarked in a boat for the 
Eastern District. 

The troops did remarkably well under the circumstances ; but we 
hope it will be many a long day before the National Guard of Brook- 
lyn are compelled to make another such trying parade as the one 
on last Saturday proved. We have been asked by many officers 
and members of the Brooklyn National Guard to speak severely of 
the delay and length of this parade ; but we prefer to state the facts 
in the case, leaving our readers to form their own conclusions. The 
special order calling for this parade directs brigade commanders to for- 
ward to division headquarters on or before the 15th inst. a full return 
of the delinquents in their respective commands, for what purpose 
does not yet appear. It will hardly be fair to do anything terrible with 
these delinquents, especially as the major-general commanding was 
himself absent, and inasmuch as the promises contained in the order 
calling for the parade were utterly disregarded. 

First ArtiLLery.—We are desired to state that this regiment re- 
ported to the commander of the Second brigade several minutes be- 
fore that brigade moved. The delay in the movement of the Nine- 
ty-sixth, which was on the right of this regiment, prevented it from 
moving at the proper time, and it did not therefore take its place in 
the jdivision column until the Second brigade had arrived at Thir- 
tieth street on its way down to Fourteenth. Adjutant Wright of 
this regiment reported for duty mounted, but his horse proving un- 
suitable he was compelled to send him away. 

Tue Scuvsrzsnrest.—The Third American National Shooting 
Festival held at Jones’s Wood, New York City, closed on Monday, 
and, although one or two accidents occurred to mar the celebration 
and festival, it may be fairly pronounced a gratifying success. The 
arrangements for shooting were very complete, rivalling, it is said, 
those of similar affairs in Vienna and other partsof Europe. An 
open wooden building constituted the armory and shooting stands, 

opposite which were fifty-six iron targets. ‘The targets were white, 
with a black centre ten inches in diameter, and were lettered 
alphabetically. The distance shot was 600 feet, and between the 
shooting stand and the target were a series of blinds also lettered al- 
phabetically to assist the marksman in shooting at his proper tar- 
get. The markers were located in protected places in front of and 
below the targets, which were in each case duplicate, and were ar 
ranged so as to slide up and downin grooves. After each shot the 

time-keeper would announce the fact to the marker by means of a 

atring attached to a little bell near the latter, who would point out 

with the erasing sponge the place hit, the American flag being dis” 
played when the centre was hit. After each shot the target was 
pullei down, and all marks on it carefully erased, the duplicate ter. 
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The shooting was kept up from 7 4. M. until 7 o’clock Pp. m., and 
the continuous discharge of the rifles reminded one most forcibly of 
a skirmish between two picket lines. A separate shooting ground 
was assigned the National Guard, but the attendance was compara- 
tively limited, and the shooting was nothing remarkable. The dis. 
tance shot was said to be about 200 feet, but more bullets missed 
the target than bit it. There need be no better argument for a sys- 
tem of instruction in target practice for the National Guard than a 
comparison between the strings made by the sharpshooters at 600 
and the State troops at 200 feet. 

The following gentlemen formed the committee for the manage- 
ment of the National Grard shooting: Major-General F. Sigel, 
Colonel Anton Meyer, Fi’th regiment ; Captain H. Haman,-Fifth 
regiment; Captain W. Lansen, Fifth regiment ; First Lieutenant 
John Kimmel, Fifth regiment; Colonel Albert Stcinway, Sixth 
regiment ; Lieutenant Giessen, Twelfth regiment. The four days’ 
shooting resulted as follows: Fifty hit the target three times, 
seventy-nine twice, seventy-four once, eighty-two none—making 
altogether 285. The award of prizes for the best shots by members 
of the National Guard has not yet been made. 

John Becker, of Guttenberg, N. J., having hit the bull’s eye 136 
times, was crowned king of sharpshooters. His prizes consisted of 
$60 in currency, a meerschaum pipe by Kaldenberg worth $100, a 
carpet worth $50, a Panama hat, and a beautiful garland of flowers 
from Philadelphia, with which he was crowned.

Commandants of companies will furnish the Examining Board 
the name of one man from each of their commands whom they 
consider most distinguished for ability, soldier!y bearing, and strict 
attention to duty. 

Companies B anp D, Twenty-seconp Reciment.—The Excur- 
sion Battalion of the Twenty-second regiment, numbering some one 
hundred men, under the command of Captains Culien and Vose 
left New York for Boston in the steamer Metropolis,on Tuesday 
evening. The detachment was accompanied by a portion of the | 
regimental band, and made a very handsome appearance, being 
escorted to the steamer by Companies A and G of the regiment. 
The Excursion Battalion gave a hop on Wednesday evening at the 
Music Hall, Boston, and on Thursday devoted themselves to sight- 
seeing, under the conduct of the Charlestown Cadets. On Friday 
the companies go to Providence, and.expect to return to the city on 
Saturday. We shall give tuller particulars of the trip in our next 
issue. 

Cotoxet Monstrey.—We received a visit last week from this 
well known professor of fencing, who desires us to state that 
although he has seen Captain O'Rourke's card in our last issue he 
does not intend to answer it, because he has no desire to become 
involved in a.mere newspaper controversy. The colonel says he is 
willing to meet Captain O'Rourke on his own terms, and will fecl 
obliged to that gentleman if he will appoint a time and place for a 
personal interview. ‘The colonel says that he has frequently called 
at the bookstore named by Captain O’Rourke as the place whera 
information of his whereabouts could be obtained, but has been un- 
able to sce him, and that he has, moreover, received no answer to a 
note which he left for the captain at the above mentioned place: 
Colonel Monstrey can be found at his residence, No. 338 West 
Twenty-first street ; or any message left for him at his brother-in- 
law’s store, where Captain O’ Rourke called some time since, will be 
promptly attended to. If Captain O’Rourke is ready to fence with 
infantry broad swords, Colonel Monstrey says he is willing to meet 
him, or in any assault of arms which the captain may prefer. Con- 
siderable ink and paper have already been wasted on this subject of 
swordsmanship, but so far the matter has progressed no further. 
Inasmuch as Captain O’Rourke’s system of sword exercise has been 
adoped by the State, it is ‘to be hoped he will not fail to fence with 
Colonel Monstrey, or any other swordsman who is ready to meet 
him. 

Niwerty-stxta Reoimext.—The statement that the Ninety-sixth 
regiment was late in reporting for the parade on last Saturday is 
incorrect. The regiment reported in time, but the colonel had a 
difficulty with the captain of one of his companies, which made it 
necessary for him to place the officer alluded to under arrest. This 
affair occasioned considerable delay, and it was on this account that 
the regiment did not move with the rest of the brigade.

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At as early a date as practicable the many valuable prizes which 


have been offered will be exhibited tothe members of the command 
and their friends. 


Each member of the command who accompanies the regiment 


will be assessed fifteen dollars, which sum will be collected by com- 
pany commanders, and no man will be allowed to participate in the 
rifle practice, or will receive any ticket for meals, until he has paid 
his assessment. 


A number of officers have united to guarantee the payment of 


any deficiency in case the assessment proves inadequate to pay the 
expenses of the exrcampment, and any surplus fands in the hands 
of the paymaster, after all such expenses have been paid, will be 
divided among the parties assessed.

and there was present of his staff Major Davis, Captain Bigelow, 
Captain Bolster and Captain Adams. His Honor Mayor Shurtleff, 
accompanied by several gentlemen (mounted), constituted the re- 
viewing party. The three regiments were in single rank. The 
officers of the First and Seventh wore white pants. 

The first regiment paraded with six companies only, and about 
100 men, who were equalized to form ten companies. ‘The regiment 
did not look well. The colonel, lieutenant-colonel and major were 
present. The Seventh regiment mustered nearly 120 men, organ- 
ized into four companies of twenty-eight files each. The men and 
Officers appeared to excellent advantage. Major Harrington was in 
command. The drum corps of this regiment disobeyed orders, and 
were in the firemen’s procession instead of being with the regiment.
